THE CARILLONNEUR, JAMES R. LAWSON, 
is a graduate of the Royal Carillon School in 
Mechelen, Belgium. He was the first carillon- 
neurof the Hoover Library carillon at Stanford 
University, California. In 1953 he was appoint¬ 
ed Carillonneur of the Rockefeller' Memorial 
Chapel at the University of Chicago. In 1960 he 
began his present position as Carillonneur of 
The Riverside Church. He has played most of 
the major carillons of the world and served as 
Carillonneur at the Brussels World's Fair (1958); 
the Seattle World's Fair (1962); and the New York 
World's Fair (1964-65). He is the founder of the 
Societas Campanariorum(Society of Bell-Ring¬ 
ers), an international organization for the pub¬ 
lication and distribution of bell music. He is a 
member of the Guild of Carillonneurs in North 
America. Mr. Lawson is the author of two ar¬ 
ticles on chimes and carillons in the current 
editions of The Book of Knowledge and The En¬ 
cyclopedia Americana. He is the only carillon¬ 
neur listed in "Who's Who in America". 






A BLAKE PRODUCTION 


THE CARILLON heard on this recording is considered 
the "premiere" carillon of the world. It contains 74 bells 
of which the Bourdon (hour-bell) is the largest and heav¬ 
iest tuned carillon bell ever cast. The bells sound from 
the 395 foot tower of The Riverside Church in New York 
City. Both tower and carillon were gifts of the late 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr. in memory of his mother, 
Laura Spelmen Rockefeller. Ranging from the Bourdon 
of 20 tons with a diameter of 122 inches to the smallest 
bell weighing 10 pounds with a diameter of 5 inches, the 
Riverside carillon has never been surpassed in its com¬ 
bined weight and size. It was the first carillon in his¬ 
tory to achieve and exceed a compass of five octaves. 
The bells are made of bronze (78 1 o copper and 22'a tin) 
and were cast by two bell founders. The lower bells 
were made by the Gillett and Johnston Foundry in En¬ 
gland (1925 and 1931); the middle and upper bells by the 
Van Bergen Foundry in Holland (1956). Installed at a 
time when carillons were rare in this country, the River¬ 
side carillon has provided a new musical experience 
for thousands of visitors who come to hear and see the 
gigantic instrument in action. Recitals are played reg¬ 
ularly on Saturdays and holidays at 12 noon and on Sun¬ 
days at 4:00 p.m. Throughout the day the Parsifal 
Chime Tune sounds automatically and the Bourdon marks 
the passing hours.

It's based 
on Leadbelly's version and to a great extent Fred Haas' sax work 
makes it his version. 

Ori€ More Madman - While writing this, I played the first verse for Joan 
Connor and she criticized it as being a “romance of 
decadence, " a phrase that found its way into the second 
verse. This ought to settle the matter forever with friends

THE CARILLON heard on this recording is considered 
the "premiere" carillon of the world. It contains 74 bells 
of which the Bourdon (hour-bell) is the largest and heav¬ 
iest tuned carillon bell ever cast. The bells sound from 
the 395 foot tower of The Riverside Church in New York 
City. Both tower and carillon were gifts of the late 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr. in memory of his mother, 
Laura Spelmen Rockefeller. Ranging from the Bourdon 
of 20 tons with a diameter of 122 inches to the smallest 
bell weighing 10 pounds with a diameter of 5 inches, the 
Riverside carillon has never been surpassed in its com¬ 
bined weight and size. It was the first carillon in his¬ 
tory to achieve and exceed a compass of five octaves. 
The bells are made of bronze (78% copper and 22% tin) 
and were cast by two bell founders. The lower bells 
were made by the Gillett and Johnston Foundry in En¬ 
gland (1925 and 1931); the middle and upper bells by the 
Van Bergen Foundry in Holland (1956). Installed at a 
time when carillons were rare in this country, the River¬ 
side carillon has provided a new musical experience 
for thousands of visitors who come to hear and see the 
gigantic instrument in action. Recitals are played reg¬ 
ularly on Saturdays and holidays at 12 noon and on Sun¬ 
days at 4:00 p.m. Throughout the day the Parsifal 
Chime Tune sounds automatically and the Bourdon marks 
the passing hours. 


THE CARILLONNEUR, JAMES R. LAWSON, 
is a graduate of the Royal Carillon School in 
Mechelen, Belgium. He was the first carillon- 
neurof the Hoover Library carillon at Stanford 
University, California. In 1953 he was appoint¬ 
ed Carillonneur of the Rockefeller Memorial 
Chapel at the University of Chicago. In 1960 he 
began his present position as Carillonneur of 
The Riverside Church. He has played most of 
the major carillons of the world and served as 
Carillonneur at the Brussels World's Fair (1958); 
the Seattle World's Fair (1962); and the New York 
World's Fair (1964-65). He is the founder of the 
Societas Campanariorum (Society of Bell-Ring¬ 
ers), an international organization for the pub¬ 
lication and distribution of bell music. He is a 
member of the Guild of Carillonneurs in North 
America. Mr. Lawson is the author of two ar¬ 
ticles on chimes and carillons in the current 
editions of The Book of Knowledge and The En¬ 
cyclopedia Americana. He is the only carillon¬ 
neur listed in "Who's Who in America".
